2 Document Dl is considered to be the closest prior art. Dl 
discloses the features of the preamble of claim 1. 

The subject matter of independent claim 1 differs from Dl 
in that a scanner is provided before the entry point into 
the intermediate articulated arm and that an optical 
imaging system is provided after the exit point from the 
intermediate articulated arm. 

2.1 The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (PCT 
Article 33 (2) ) . 

Therefore, the problem addressed by the present invention 
can be considered that of deflecting the radiation at the 
fixed entry point of the intermediate articulated arm, as 
desired, so that said radiation can be used further at 
the variable exit point, without having been subjected to 
interference .
